‘There Js a report on the attitude of Wilmington parents toward Academic 
questions; a report of their attitude on General questions> and ona on their at- 
titude on the construction of a new High School, 

One thousand, two hundred and eighty-four answere were received, from 6,967 
questionaaires mailed, a return rate of 23%, Walter Pierce, Superintendent of 
Schools, is pleased that so many returns have been received. 

‘The attitude of Wilmington parents toward a new High School is not clear. 
Like Ceasar's Gaul, the parents of Wilmington are divided into three parts when 
it comes to the question of building a new high school. 

‘Twenty-nine per pent of those who replied want a new high school. Twenty per 
cent want the town to have @ year around school program. Thirty-five per cent 
want to have additions to the high school, and other schools 

Four per cent offered other opinions rai ‘ing from better utilization of present 
space, to the funding of private schools, elve per cent had no opinion at all.
